Late ixtercfing European Intelligence. —Received 
per the New-York Pilet-Boat, arrived lajt 
Saturday evening. 

Battles between the French and Auftrian armies. 
Bruffils, May 4.—!t appears, by the account 

publithed by this government, that on the 29th 

ult. at day-bresk, a body of French troops had 
advanced near Tourney, when Major General 

Coant d’Happoncourt marched one battalion of 

the regiment of Cafertly, four companies of that 

of d’Alton, two companies of that of De Ligne, 


_ Sed four fquadrons of the dragoons of La Tour, 


to oppdfe them ; and, after the Auftrians had fr- 
ed fome pieces of cannon at them, they retreated 
precipitately beyond the Auflrian fronpers. The 





lofs of the French on this occafion confits of two 
dragoons aad teveral horfes killed, forty foldiers 
of duferent regiments taken prifagers, tour pieces 
ofaartiilery, jome provitions, baggage, and im- 


piempats tor intrenching. Oa the fide of the 
Aaitrians there are none enther kitled, wounded 
or miffing. 

That, on the fame day, about half pai nine 
o’clock, a. Mm. another body of Breech troops un- 
der the command ot M. de Biron, having entered 
the Auitrian terruiory by Quicvraing and advanced 
beyond Bouilut, were oppoid by Lieucenant Ge- 
neral Beagiieu, at the head o§ 1,800 iofantry, 
and betweeq 14 and..1500 cavalry, and obliged, 
with thediifs of 20 men killed, and feveral wound - 
ed, to retire towards Bouflu:, where, however, 
they remained in fight of the Aultrians. 

That, on the day following, at aay-break, the 
French pot themielves in motion to attack Licute- 
nant General Beaulieu, who had im the mean time, 
veen reinferced by wo battalioas, and who had 
ajvanced part of his troops to meet che French. 
A thort ation took piace, which ended in the 
complete rout of the French, who loit, on this 
oceation, about 250 men killed, a confiderable 
number taken prijoacts, and ive pieces of can- 
non. The French, by eleven o’clock the fame 
morning, had already repaficd the Auttriaa fron- 
tiers, and retreated towards Valeciennes. 

May 10.—A large body of French troops is in 
full march from Camoprelis, Quefoor and Envi- 
rons, to rcmforce the army of tue north. On our 
vart, feveral bettalions of infantry and eight 
‘quadrons arrived, on the 6th, in the Camp D’ 
Leuze. Moit of the inhabitants of Quieverain, 
aaving been alarmed, have again quuied their 
hovfes. Some companies of intantry, from the 
army of M. la Fayeue, have pofled themielves 
at Andevor, within two leagues of Namur on the 
Vieofe. A detachment of Halas have retreated 
on ther approach. Several perfons have quitted 
Namur, and come to refide here, There are ap- 
tebe. fidas conceraing the far@gfihat town, ,La 
Pay ecce’s army is datly teceiving reinforcements. 
Fl- ieems, by his motions, to be meditating fome 
m portant attack. . 

A:tempt upon Mons. 

London, May 7.—Letcers were received yefter- 
day by goverument, itiing that the attempt was 
made on the 2gth of April, by M. de Biron, at 
the head of between eight and nine thoafand men, 
with twenty pieces of cannon. The place was 
reported tu be badly tortified, and trom the difpo- 
fition of its inhabitants it wae expected that it 
would furrender. Buc the contrary was found to 
be the fact, for betwern fix and feven thovfand 
Auttrians appeared in defence of it, and after a 
very lite firing the Qaeen’s regiment, which was 
ta the ceatre of the Freach army, ga¥e way ; and 
the Commander in Chief fled—fo early in the 
combat that the letters thate the Auitrians were af- 
tonithed ;—:ney however purtued the runaways, 
and the Auitrian cavalry killed between feven and 
eight hundred. Rochambeau’s fon is laid to have 
tallen among the flain. 

On the fame day a fimilar attempt was made to 
capture Tournay, by a body of French troops, 
commanded by General Dilion, which allo faiied 
— [he French suffering a lofs of near goo men, 
their baggage, tents, &c.—When the retreating 
army reached Lifle, fuipeéhing their commander 
of treachery, the toldiery mottmbumanly cur him 
to preces with their fabres, without the form of a 
trial. M. de Biron is aifo fufpetted of treachery. 

After the foldiers and mob had murdered Gen. 
Dillon at Lifle, and thrown his body into a bon- 
fire, they made a ring, and imitating favages of 
America, danced round the flame, finging aloud, 
that fuch was the proper reward for traitors. — 
Such are the firit pubiic aéts of the foldiery of 
France ander the new confusutions 








The brother of the unfortunate Dillon has pt- 
titioned the Affembly, who are decermined (o em- 
ploy the mott effectual means for the diicovery and 
puntthment of the afluffins. 

Attempt to Fire the Houje of Commons. 

May 26.—An attempt was made on Wedoelday 
night to fire the Houle of Commons, which was 
happily rendered abortive by the detigence of the 
watchman of the Houfe. Between erght and nino 
o’clock in the evening, a confiderable quantity of 
fmoke was oblerved to iflue in a privy, on the 
right hand of the lobby, imimediately under the 
offices for the clerks. ‘The watchman communi- 
cated his fafpicions of fire to Mr. Bellamy, the 
houfe-keeper, who immediately proceeded to 
fearch, ani found in a imall cloiet, above the pri- 
vy, made for the purpofe of turning out water to 
the clolets above itairs, a pair of old breeches, 
containing combutftibles, on fife, and in part con- 
fumed ; a hole was made, in the cieling above 
the fire, and had not the difcovery been made, a 
few minutes might have given fuecefs to the vil- 
lainous attempt. 

Mr. Bellamy, on the dilcovery, fent word to 
Sir Peter Burrell, and to the Serjeant at Arms, 
who immediately ordered a search to be made ita 
the other parts of the Heule, and into the build- 
ings in Weitminfter-Hall; but nothing farther 
was clicovered,
